A’ CASE FOR INQUIRY. 


Tuene isa very general impression 
in Western countries that the word 
f a Chinese | businessman is: bin 
bond.’ It is widely believed. abroad 
that ip China there is a high code 
of morality rigidly observed: by 
‘| firms and individuals engaged in 
J commerce, which completely relieves 
foreigners of that anxicty which 80 
frequently oppresses them when: 
ih business transactions 
with other Oriental races. This 
high opinion of Chinese commercia] 
morality | is avery valuable asset 
to the nation,:and any” happening 
‘caleulated to weaken’ that good im- 
‘pression must cause deep distress to 
every Chinese citizen’ jealous of his 
gountry’s good name and the re- 
putation of ‘bis countrymen abroad. 
Information bas come | into our 
possession concerning business re 
lations between well-known Chinese 
who are resident in this Colony. and 
'a European, which suggests-that the 
latter has been very unfairly treat- 
ed, and, by, the very. peculiar cir- 
cumstances of the case, is now’ prac: 
tically precluded from taking any 
step to-present’ his claim for legal 
adjudication.

FRUSSIAN COLONEL OF THE 


. OLD REGIME. 


A POPULAR FIGURE, 


Shanghai, July 6:—Colonel Ad- 
tian Nikolaevich Kozloff, one of the 
best known adherents of the Czarist 
cause in Shanghai , committed sui- 
cide.by shooting’ himself yesterday 
morning. in his quarters ‘at ‘the 
Great Western Riding Academy 


where: he was employed. Ho took 


his life following a dispute with o 
fellow employee who was also a 
Russian in which he thought unfair 
advantage had been taken of him. 
He was rushed to ‘the Country 
Hospital but to no avail. ; 

The ' deceased was a former 
Colonel in the crack Alexandriski 
Hussars, one. of the best-known 
units of the Caar’s regular cavalry 
and he had had a distinguished 
military career ‘under the former 
regime. He was the last in a long, 
line of famous commanders of a 
famous regiment and following the 
débdcle he came to Shanghai where 
his expert horsemanship stood him 
in good stead and he found ready 
employment at.the Great Western 
Riding Academy.

A ‘CURRENCY PROBLEM. 

Observer’ writes:—With the 
| advent of rain dnd the consequent 

diminution in importance’ of thé 


water problem, loss in public ine}. 
terest om such’ matters as motor-car 
taxes, or the efficiency of fre-Aght-| 
ing appliances, may I bring to the 
notice of our legislators a problem 
of the greatest importance not only 
to the commercial community but to 
the Colony as. whole? 
" Abnotmal Conditions, 


I refer to the abnormal state of 
the currency of Hong Kong, due to 
the high premium of,the notes issued, 
| by the three banks operating in the 
Colony, .The: premium is common 
to notes of: all denominations, but! 
as"an examole take the case of a 
$1 note, which promises to pay the 
bearer on ‘demand 31 in the cur- 
rency of the island. The theoretical 
| sterling value of this coin, based on 
its silver content and on the current 
4 price of this metal, is hardly 1s, 9d., 
sand in Shanghai taels, the silver: 
content in the same-dollar gives it; 
fa value of about 72 candarcens, 
showing ‘an inflation in the value of 
the local bank-notes of anything bes 
‘} tween 12 per cent."and 15 per cent. 

This state of affairs, has existed; 
for some years, but never to the’ex-} 
tent now obtaining, and certainly 
the burden has never been more 
keenty felt by the dommercial com- 
{munity of Hong Kong. 7 
Hong Kong Trade Diverted 


An important part of the export 

, trade of South Chinn, controlled 
from Hong Kong, “has been diverted 
.jto Eastern centres with foreign ex-| 
change rates\,approximating silver 
Parity, and this diversion in, turn 
‘}hos further «restricted imports, 
already a diminishing quantity, ag 
the’ result of the decrease in buying. 
power of the inhabitants of neigh» 
bouring provineés. To the exporter, 
no less than to the importer because 
of its repercussive effect, the situa- 
tidn is serious in the extreme, and 


available trade being driven out of 
the Colony to Shanghai, where the 
foreign buyer need part with o 
smaller amount of his currency to 
meet the Chinese seller’s demind for 


the‘ silver prices. of which do .not 
differ materially in North and South 
Chino—at lenst nowhere near the 
difference in the gold value of the| 
Hong Kong , note and Mexican 
dollars, which, in their ‘bullion value 
are practically the ‘same token. 


" +Effect Upon Industry, 


This “grave : disadvantage also 
afféete industrial concerns employ- 
ing a large labour: force almost to 
the extent of putting ‘them out of 

| the competitive market; the busi- 
ness of ship repairing is an excel- 
lent example. The Jocal Dock 
Company is claimed to be the best 
technically equipped yard, in this 
part of the world, yet commer- 
cially it cannot be compared to its 
rival of Shanghai, which has earned 
handsome’ profits all through this 
period of depression in China, The 
secret is, of course, partly in 
cheaper prices obtaining in Shang- 
hai, where the. wage bill is not, 
subject to inflation of anything up 
to 15 per cent., and in the cireum- 
“gtances it is not ‘surprising that 
work is ‘attracted there. 


Chinese Hoarding of Notes, 


The “causes for the anomaly of a
